Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as present in 
independent claim 1 , which include an output apparatus that provides information in 
cooperation with the information apparatus as a function of the captured light and in 
correlation with the captured signals, wherein the information apparatus comprises an 
evaluation apparatus that obtains image information with regard to the field of view from 
the captured light; and the output apparatus comprises a projection apparatus that 
projects the image information onto the retina in correlation with the captured signals 
such that a naturally perceived field of view and the projected image information are 
perceived as a unitary image by the retina. 

The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as present in 
independent claim 9, which include providing information in cooperation with an 
information apparatus as a function of the captured light and in correlation with the 
captured signals; obtaining image information with regard to the field of view from the 
captured light; and projecting the image information onto the retina in correlation with 
the captured signals such that a naturally perceived field of view and the projected 
image information are perceived as a unitary image by the retina.
